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REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES. 


Hon.  John  L.  Beveridge,  Govp-rnor  of  lllinovs. 

Sir: — The  trustees  of  the  institution  for  the  education  of  the  blind 
respectfully  submit  their  fourteenth  biennial  report,  for  the  period  of 
twenty-two  months,  from  December  1st,  1874,  to  September  30th,  1876. 
The  report  of  the  superintendent,  appended,  wo  make  a  part  of  our 
own,  and  refer  your  Excellency  to  it  for  a  detailed  statement  of  the 
condition  and  finances  of  the  institution.  It  has  been  thought  best, 
in  conforming  to  the  law,  to  make  the  latter  report  in  an  annual 
form. 

The  quarterly  supervision  of  the  board  and  the  personal  supervision 
of  the  president  have  enabled  us  to  become  thoroughly  acquainted 
with  the  workings  of  the  institution,  during  the  past  two  years,  and 
we  take  great  pleasure  in  being  able  to  commend  the  superintendent, 
matrons,  and  all  the  teachers  and  officers  for  the  zeal,  interest  and 
efhciency  displayed  by  them  in  the  discharge  of  their  respective  duties. 

The  energies  of  those  having  the  institution  in  charge  have  been 
devoted  to  the  spiritual,  intellectual  and  physical  improvement  of  the 
pupils. 

Harmony  and  cheerfulness  characterize  the  household,  and  Ave 
believe,  in  its  general  management,  it  will  compare  favorably  Avith 
any  similar  institution  in  the  country.  Indeed,  Prof.  Loomis,  who 
has  been  connected  with  the  institution  for  many  years,  as  one  of  its 
principal  teachers,  assures  us,  (and  without  intending  to  make  any 
invidious  comparisons),  that  it  never  Avas,  in  every  respect,  in  so  pros- 
perous a  condition  as  it  is  noAv. 

In  our  preceding  report,  to  Avhich  Ave  refer  you,  we  called  attention 
to  the  amount  due  the  contractors  for  constructing  and  heating  the 
main  building.  A  bill  Avas  before  the  last  legislature  ior  the  payment 
of  these  claims,  but  Avas  not  reached  l^efore  its  adjournment.  The 
amount  is  tAvo  thousand,  three  hundred  and  thirty-two  dollars  and 
thirty-four  cents,  as  folloAvs,  to-Avit : 

Due  Bruce  &  Loar,  of  Jacksonville,  on  building  contract  $1,880  6-5 

Due  S.  I.  Pope  &  Co.,  of  Chicago,  on  heating  contract   445  69 

Total  due  ^2,332  84 

We  believe  the.se  claims  to  be  just,  and  that  they  ought  to  be  paid. 
We  did  not  incur  this  indebtedness,  but  would  earnestly  and  respect- 
fully urge  the  legislature,  through  you,  to  make  the  necessary  appro- 
priation for  the  payment  of  these  claims,  with  ten  per  cent,  interest 


from  August  1,  1874.  We  deem  this  a  simple  act  of  justice  to  the  con- 
tractors, who  performed  their  work  and  have  waited  putientJy  for  their 

^' At  the  same  time  we  asked  the  legishiture  for  eight  thousand  dol- 
lars to  build  an  engine  and  boiler  house,  and  to  heat  the  wing  with 
steam  and  received  live  thousand  dollars.  The  building  which  we 
were  able  to  erect,  after  the  steam-heating  had  been  paid  for,  is  not 
^uch  as  we  desired,  but  will  answer  our  purpose  for  years.  We  could 
not  have  built  as  we  did,  and  when  we  did,  had  we  not  been  able  to 
add  our  sales  and  receipts  to  the  amount  the  state  gave  us.  We  did 
this,  when  we  wanted  our  sales  and  receipts  for  another  purpose, 
because  the  amount  given  was  not  sufficient  to  build,  and  the  safety 
and  health  of  the  pupils  and  security  of  the  building  required  that  the 
boilers  should  be  removed. 

The  entire  building  is  now  uniformly  and  comfortably  heated,  and 
all  fires  removed  from  it,  except  in  the  kitchen.  If  we  had  a  new 
Avash  and  dry-house— and  we  need  them— we  could  take  the  present 
wash-house  for  a  kitchen,  and  then  ail  fires  would  be  removed  from 
the  building,  and  immunity  from  danger  therefrom  secured. 

The  main  steam-pipes  have  been  covered  with  asbestos  felting, 
which  will  increase  the  heating  capacity  of  our  api)aratus  twenty-five 
per  cent,  and  be  a  corresponding  saving  in  fuel. 

The  three  cellar-rooms,  vacated  by  removal  of  the  boilers  to  the 
boiler-house,  need  to  be  floored,  or,  as  we  think  is  best,  paved  with 
asphaltum,  that  they  may  be  put  to  use.  The  wash-house  needs  a 
new  roof,  and  the  fencing  is  mostly  old  and  requires  constant  repairs. 
A  small  increase  in  the  appropriation,  for  repairs  and  improvements, 
will,  we  think,  enable  us  to  do  what  is  needed. 

The  position  of  the  institution,  as  regards  expenses,  is  such  that  we 
can  increase  the  number  of  pupils,  and  consequently  its  usefulness,  at 
but  a  slight  comparative  increase  of  expense.  The  applications  on 
file  in  the  superintendent's  office  will,  in  our  opinion,  justify  us  in 
asking  for  an  increased  appropriation  for  ordinary  expenses,  for  the 
ensuing  two  years.  These  applications  are  not  the  result  of  efforts  on 
our  part  to  secure  them — we  have  made  no  such  effort  during  the  past 
two  years — but  are  such  as  have  come  to  us  from  desire  of  friends,  who 
feel  interested  in  the  blind.  Though  we  have  room  in  the  building 
we  did  not  feel  free  to  raise  expectations  which  our  finances  would 
not  enable  us  to  gratify.  That  the  blind  are  in  the  state  to  fill  the 
institution  to  its  utmost  capacity  Ave  do  not  doubt.  According  to  the 
census  of  1870,  Illinois  had  one  thousand  and  forty-two  blind  persons, 
of  all  ages.  The  proportion  of  persons  betAveen  the  ages  of  ten  and 
tAventy-one  is  one  to  four  of  the  entire  population.  This  Avould  give, 
in  1870,  two  hundred  and  sixty  blind  betAveen  the  ages  of  ten  and 
tAventy-one.  These  are  fit  subjects  for  our  school.  If  the  sexes  of  the 
blind  average  Avith  the  sexes  of  the  population,  then  about  tAvo  hun- 
dred and  sixty  of  one  thousand  and  forty-two  blind  Avill  be  adult 
males,  one-half  of  Avhom  have  learned  or  should  be  learning  trades. 
After  deducting  those  Avho,  from  various  causes,  cannot  enter  the 
institution,  Ave  think  Ave  are  safe  in  putting  the  number  of  those  who 
should  enjoy  its  benefits,  and  who  could  and  would,  if  the  opportunity 
were  offered  them,  at  not  less  than  tAvo  hundred  and  fifty. 
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At  our  meeting,  held  July  6th,  1875,  we  drew  lots  for  our  terms  of 
office,  as  is  required  by  law,  with  the  following  result: —

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT. 


To  the  Board  of  Tmstm. 

Gentlemen: — Since  my  last  report  to  you,  my  predecessor,  Dr. 
Joshua  Rhoads,  lias  died.  His  health,  feeble  at  the  time  of  his  resig- 
nation, continued  to  fail  until  February  1,  1876,  when  death  relieved 
him  of  his  sufferings.  A  graduate  of  the  Pennsylvania  University  of 
INIedicine,  he  was  engaged  in  the  active  practice  of  his  profession  for 
a  number  of  years.  He  was  principal  of  the  Pennsylvania  institution 
for  the  blind  for  four  years.  In  1850,  he  was  elected  principal  of  this 
institution,  which  position  he  occupied  for  twenty-four  years.  Pos- 
sessed of  a  good  mind,  which  was  Avell  cultivated,  he  was  qualified, 
both  by  nature  and  habit,  for  the  work  to  which  he  gave  so  much  of 
his  life.  Methodical,  earnest,  and  in  love  Avith  his  work,  the  institu- 
tion was  well  conducted  and  successful  under  his  administration.  At 
the  time  of  his  death  he  had  entered  upon  his  seventieth  year. 

1874-5. 

On  the  first  of  Decemljer,  1874,  the  number  of  pupils  on  our  roll  was 
one  hundred  and  nine;  eight  names  were  subsequently  added,  making 
a,  total  of  one  hundred  and  seventeen.  Of  this  number  Gottlieb  Ryn- 
icker,  a  boy  of  more  than  ordinary  promise,  died  at  the  institution,  of 
cerebro-spinal  meningitis,  on  January  4,  1875 ;  Dow  Orcut  went  home 
sick,  and  died  of  consumption,  and  Willie  Woodward  died,  during 
vacation,  of  typhoid  fever.  These  two  young  men  were  among  our 
best  pupils— studious,  orderly,  and  correct  in  all  their  deportment. 

On  taking  possession  of  the  new  building,  two  years  ago,  the  num- 
ber of  pupils  was  increased  fifty  per  cent.,  expecting  the  legislature 
would  enable  us  to  meet  the  extra  expense.  The  amount  given  us, 
April  9,  1875,  was  uot  sufficient  to  maintain  the  school  at  its  then 
size  of  one  hundred  and  fifteen  pupils.  To  reduce  it  within  the  limit 
of  the  appropriation  I  closed  the  work  shop  the  same  mouth,  April. 
This,  with  other  dismissals,  reduced  the  number  of  pupils  to  eighty- 
nine,  and  the  school  closed,  at  the  end  of  the  term,  without  incurring 
any  indebtedness. 

The  year  was  one  of  prosperity.  The  teachers,  who  were  at  their 
posts  when  the  term  commenced,  continued  until  its  close,  and  were 
faithful  in  their  labors.  The  pupils  seconded  the  efforts  of  their 
teachers  with  diligent  application,  and  made  good  progress  in  their 
studies. 
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The  shop-hands  numbered  thirteen,  and  on  their  discharge  from 
the  institution  could  make  a  marketable  broom,  and  were  prepared, 
under  proper  supervision,  to  support  themselves.  Those  of  them  who 
live  where  such  work  is  to  be  found,  can  add  to  their  income  by  cane- 
seating  chairs,  which  is  also  taught  our  pupils.  Brush-making  is 
taught,  not  so  much  as  a  means  of  livelihood  as  a  mechanical  training. 

For  the  financial  management  of  the  institution  I  refer  you  to  the 
accompanying  tables,  the  items  of  which  you  have  audited  quarterly. 

1875-6. 

The  school  term  of  1875-6  was  opened  on  Wednesday,  October  6, 
1875,  with  fifty-eight  pupils  in  attendance.  This  number  was  in- 
creased until  the  roll  contained  ninety-three  names.  Of  these  a  prom- 
ising boy,  Edwin  Ferguson,  died  December  2,  1875,  of  spinal  menin- 
gitis, and  a  young  lady,  Martha  Holland,  who  was  sick  when  school 
closed,  and  unwilling  to  be  sent  home,  died  in  peace,  August  8,  1876. 
With  the  exception  of  twenty  cases  of  measles,  all  of  which  progressed 
favorably,  we  have  enjoyed  better  health  in  the  institution  during  the 
2)ast  year  than  usual. 

With  the  commencement  of  the  preceding  term  the  school  was 
divided  into  four  departments :  preparatory,  intermediate,  junior  and 
senior.  In  opening  the  term  of  1875-6  the  intermediate  department 
was  merged  in  the  preparatory  and  junior  departments,  and  the  ser- 
vices of  iis  teacher,  Mrs.  A.  C.  Kirby,  were  dispensed  with.  By  doing 
this  we  were  enabled  to  receive  an  increased  number  of  pupils,  but 
lost  the  services  of  a  faithful  and  efficient  teacher. 

The  pupils  have  made  rapid  advancement  in  the  various  branches 
of  study,  both  literature  and  music.  Their  proficiency  in  these  reflects 
great  credit  on  their  teachers.  Indeed,  their  standing  in  deportment 
and  recitations  has  been  remarkably  good. 

The  board  of  instructors,  consisting  of  Miss  Clara  E.  Greenleaf  in 
the  preparatory  department.  Miss  Frances  McGinnis  in  the  junior,  and 
Prof.  JohnLoomis  in  the  senior,  and  Profs.  A.  E.  Wimmerstedt  and  T. 
D.  Nutting,  and  Miss  Fannie  DeMotte  in  the  musical  department, 
were  all  at  their  posts,  and  have  labored  efficiently  and  successfully  dur- 
ing the  term.  Of  these,  we  lose  Miss  DeMotte,  whose  musical  talent, 
cultivated  to  a  high  degree  of  excellence,  and  her  adaptation  to  teach- 
ing, make  her  removal  a  loss  to  us  and  an  acquisition  wherever  she 
may  go. 

Of  the  ten  hands  at  work  in  the  shop,  six  were  pupils  from  the  lit- 
erary department,  who  were  preparing  to  leave  the  institution  and 
solve  the  problem  of  self-support.  The  former  foreman  of  handicraft, 
Capt.  W.  A.  Kirby,  having  resigned  his  position,  Byron  B.  Gray,  a 
practical  mechanic,  was  appointed  to  the  vacancy,  and  has  given  satis- 
faction. We  were  sorry  to  lose  Capt.  Kirby,  and  he  carries  our  best 
wishes  with  him.  While  the  shop  cannot  be  said  to  be  remunerative, 
yet  it  does  not  bring  us  in  debt. 

For  the  term  of  1876-7  ninety-five  permits  have  been  sent  out, 
divided  as  follows  :  Seventy-six  return,  three  readmitted,  and  six- 
teen new  pupils.  An  addition  of  three  thousand  dollars  to  the  appro- 
priation made  for  ordinary  expenses  by  the  last  legislature  would  en- 
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able  me  to  admit  twenty-five  more  pup  Is.  ^.^ 

to  select  that  number  eighty-nine  applications.    Foiii  of  these  appli 
c  ints  are  too  old,  nine  are  too  young,  and  one  is  from  another  s  ate ; 

remaining  seventy-five  are  proper  subjects  for  our  care  and  instruc- 
tion, but  we  cannot  now  receive  them. 
Of  the  appropriation  of  five  hundred  dollars  per  year,  made  for  the 
gratuitous  distribution  of  books,  maps,  and  other  appliances  to  pupils 
leaving  the  institution  who  are  too  poor  to  buy  them,  I  have  drawn 
and  expended  in  the  purchase  of  books  three  hundred  and  twenty-seven 
dollars  and  seventy  cents,  leaving  one  hundred  and  seventy-two  dol- 
lars and  thirty  cents  of  the  amount  for  the  year  ending  July  1,  Ibib, 
undrawn  I  have  distributed  books  to  the  amount  of  one  hundred  and 
eicditeen  dollars  and  ninety-five  cents,  and  all  who  have  received  them 
seemed  very  grateful  for  the  (to  them)  unexpected  kindness  of  tlie 
state. 

Some  of  our  pupils  are  from  poor  families,  others  are  dependent  on 
their  friends,  and  yet  others  are  on  their  counties  for  support.  Such 
pupils  when  they  have  learned  their  trades,  need  tools  and  machinery 
for  work.  This  machinery  their  relatives  are  often  unable  to  pur- 
chase for  them,  and  the  county  authorities  seem  unwilling  to  furnish 
their  charges.  Without  it  they  cannot  become  self-supporting.  A 
broom-machine,  press,  sizer,  and  out-fit,  costing  about  forty-two  dollars, 
would  enable  an  industrious,  skillful  blind  broom-maker  to  support 
himself.  Those  who  could  not  make  an  entire  support  could  make 
themselves  more  comfortable,  and  lessen  the  burden  on  their  families 
and  friends. 

If  the  legislature  would  authorize  me  to  give  the  requisite  bioom 
machinery  to  needy  pupils  out  of  the  surplus  of  this  appropriation  not 
needed  for  books,  they  would  not  only  add  to  their  care  of  this  class  of 
unfortunates,  but  increase  the  wealth  of  the  community  by  relieving 
them  of  what  would  otherwise  become  or  remain  a  tax  upon  them. 

Thanking  you  for  your  cordial  co-operation  with  me  in  what  has 
been  thought  for  the  good  of  the  institution ;  thankful  for  the  pros- 
perity of  the  past  two  years,  and  hopeful  of  the  future,  1  present  you 
this  report.

NOTICE  TO  APPLICANTS. 


The  school  year  commences  on  the  first  Wednesday  in  October,  anc 
closes  on  the  first  Tuesday  in  June,  of  each  year.  It  is  very  import 
ant  that  every  pupil  be  on  hand  the  da}-^  school  begins,  and  remair 
until  it  closes. 

As  a  rule,  none  are  admitted  under  ten,  nor  over  twenty-one  years 
of  age,  but  the  trustees  have  discretion  in  all  cases.  The  shop  is  onen 
to  all  who  can  learn  a  trade. 

No  person  incapable  of  receiving  instruction,  from  physical  infirmit} 
or  imbecility,  or  of  unsound  mind,  or  confirmed  immoral  habits,  wil 
be  knowingly  received  or  retained  in  the  institution. 

Scholars,  residents  of  Illinois,  will  be  provided  with  boarding,  wash 
ing.  etc.,  at  the  expense  of  the  state.  Their  friends  will  be  required 
to  supply  them  with  comfortable  clothing,  and  be  at  the  expense  oi 
their  traveling  to  and  from  the  institution. 

Two  full  suits  of  clothing  should  be  sent  with  each  pupil,  and  ever) 
piece  marked  with  his  or  her  name. 

No  person  should  be  brought  to  the  institution  as  a  pupil,  until  a 
letter  of  admission  has  been  received  from  the  superintendent,  tc 
whom  all  letters  for  information  should  be  addressed,  at  Jacksonville 
Illinois. 
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
